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This  Workbook  is  designed  to  give  further  practice  in  the  reading 
skills,  vocabulary,  and  concepts  developed  in  the  Manual  lesson 
plans  for  each  story  in  the  three  Pre-Primers  of  the  Ginn  Basic 
Readers. 

Pages  1 to  26  of  this  Workbook  co-ordinate  with  the  text  of  Pre- 
Primer  1 ; pages  27  to  53  with  the  text  of  Pre-Primer  II;  and  pages  54 
to  79  with  the  text  of  Pre-Primer  111. 

This  Workbook  overlaps  and  continues  the  basic  reading  skills 
presented  in  Fun  with  Tom  and  Betty,  the  Reading-Readiness  book 
of  this  series  of  readers.  These  skills  include  moving  the  eyes  from 
left  to  right,  using  picture  clues,  reading  picture-story  sequences,  tak- 
ing part  in  related  language  activities,  developing  concepts,  building 
vocabulary,  and  engaging  in  visual,  auditory,  and  kinesthetic  activ- 
ities. In  addition,  much  practice  is  given  in  extending  a sight  vocabu- 
lary and  in  developing  ability  to  read  with  comprehension. 

The  ease  and  simplicity  of  the  exercises  and  the  few  work  patterns 
presented  in  this  book  reduce  to  a minimum  the  amount  of  teacher 
explanation  required  before  the  children  can  work  independently. 
The  use  of  only  one  work  pattern  on  a page  and  frequent  repetition  of 
identical  work  patterns  give  the  pupils  a sense  of  security  and  a feel- 
ing of  satisfaction;  also,  this  procedure  assures  mastery  of  the  few 
simple  techniques  required.  The  work  patterns  have  been  graded  as 
to  difficulty,  and  the  few  new  patterns  are  only  slight  variations  of 
the  same  basic  pattern.  Matching  and  identifying  objects  by  drawing 
lines  are  those  most  frequently  used. 

A feature  that  adds  much  to  interest  appeal  and  instructional  value 
is  the  arrangement  of  the  pictures  on  a page  so  that  they  tell  a con- 
nected story.  This  promotes  language  growth  and  gives  practice  in 
sequential  thinking. 

The  Workbook  provides  for  oral  as  well  as  for  written  practice, 
thus  giving  the  teacher  opportunity  to  observe  the  speech  habits  of 
the  pupils  and  their  oral  expression  needs. 

Another  special  feature  of  this  Workbook  is  the  use  of  Dictionary 
Cards.  They  offer  the  teacher  opportunity  to  co-ordinate  the  recog-

PRE-PRIMER  I . MY  LITTLE  RED  STORY  BOOK 

Page  1.  Picture  Interpretation  and  Language  Growth.  For  pupils 
who  have  not  used  the  Reading-Readiness  book,  this  page  may  serve 
as  a test  of  ability  to  read  pictures  in  sequence  and  to  interpret  the 
meaning  of  the  story  they  tell.  Be  sure  that  the  children  read  the 
pictures  from  left  to  right.  Ask  the  children  to  guess  where  Tom  is 
going  in  his  wagon.  Lead  them  to  suggest  that  he  is  going  for  a ride. 
Encourage  spontaneity  of  expression  and  free  exchange  of  ideas. 

Page  2.  Language  Growth.  Observe  the  pupils  individually  as  they 
study  and  discuss  this  picture  sequence.  Give  special  help  to  those 
who  fail  to  follow  left-to-right  sequence  and  to  comprehend  the  pic- 
ture story  independently.  Volunteer  the  suggestion  that  Tom  not  only 
rides  in  his  wagon  but  also  uses  it  for  useful  work. 

Page  3.  Kinesthetic  Recognition.  Kinesthetic  tracing  of  the  word  is 
very  helpful  to  many  pupils,  as  it  serves  to  focus  attention  on  the  con- 
figuration of  the  word. 

The  second  exercise  tests  eye-and-hand  co-ordination,  as  well  as 
left-to-right  progression,  and  offers  an  opportunity  to  use  the  words 
left  and  right  in  a directive  activity. 

Page  4,  Word  Matching.  In  giving  the  directions  for  this  activ- 
ity be  sure  that  the  meaning  of  the  word  row  is  made  clear  to  the 
pupils. 

Page  5.  Associating  Text  with  Pictures.  Point  out  the  appropriate- 
ness of  the  text  that  goes  with  each  picture.  Emphasize  the  tones  of 
the  voice  and  the  expression  that  Tom  used  in  speaking  this  text.  En- 
courage the  pupils  to  make  up  stories  about  Betty. 

Page  6.  Kinesthetic  Recognition;  Concept  Building.  The  page  should 
be  done  under  careful  teacher  direction.  Use  the  words  left  and  right 
to  designate  the  first  two  exercises.  Discuss  the  concept  of  fast  and 
ask  the  pupils  to  name  other  things  that  go  fast. 

Page  7.  Dictionary  Cards.  Following  Directions.  Supervise  carefully 
this  first  instance  of  drawing  the  diagonal  line  used  in  matching  exer- 
cises of  this  type.  Have  the  pupils  trace  the  broken  line  as  a model. 
Show  the  children  how  to  draw  the  line  to  the  big  dot  in  order  not  to 
mar  the  picture  and  word  card. 

Page  8.  Dictionary  Cards.  Following  Directions.  Supervise  carefully 
tracing  the  line  around  the  correct  picture  in  the  first  exercise.  Make 
sure  that  the  children  understand  the  directive  activity  of  "draw  a line 
around.”  After  finishing  page  8 the  children  may  cut  out  the  pictures 
along  the  broken  lines  and  use  them  as  picture  and  word  cards.  See 
the  Manual  for  Teaching  the  Pre-Primer  Program  for  suggestions  for 
using  the  Dictionary  Cards  featured  in  the  Workbooks  of  this  series. 

Pages  9,  10.  Associating  Text  with  Related  Picture;  Sentence  Recog- 
nition. Stress  the  importance  of  reading  the  text  before  looking  for 
the  picture  in  exercises  of  this  type.  Show  the  pupils  how  to  trace 
the  line  in  the  first  box.  Check  to  see  that  the  directions  for  exercises 
of  this  type  are  understood  by  the  pupils.  Supervise  the  tracing  of 
the  word  and.  The  box  containing  words  for  tracing  may  be  removed 
for  the  children  to  keep. 

Page  11.  Employ  the  same  directive  activity  as  for  page  9. 

Page  12.  Motor  Co-ordination;  Concept  Building.  Teach  the  mean- 
ing of  titles  or  labels  in  connection  with  this  activity.  Call  attention 
to  labels  on  objects  in  the  classroom.  Recall  the  proper  use  of  crayons 
and  directions  for  coloring  in  light  left-to-right  strokes  taught  in  the 
readiness  period. 

Pages  13,  14.  Word  Recognition;  Word  Blocking;  Getting  the  Main 
Idea  from  Two-  and  Three-Sentence  Stories.  For  pupils  who  have  not 
used  the  word  blocking  in  the  readiness  book,  explain  that  words  have 
pictures  too,  and  instruct  them  how  to  make  the  picture  of  the  word 
Bunny  iPony)  by  tracing  the  broken  line  beginning  at  the  X and  fol- 
lowing left  to  right.
